Nova Scotia

coast-to-coast tour, more than 


4,000 of the yodeller’s fans stood 


in line for two hours, several of 
them paying their idol the ex- 
treme compliment of fainting 
dead away. 

In Ottawa — of all places! — 
he was mobbed, and souvenir- 
hunters tore off sections of ‘his 


fancy shirt, revealing their hero’s 
hairy chest (the real thing). 
Here in Winnipeg, where an- 
other 4,000 paid $1.75 a head to 
pay their respects, the audience 


broke into a spontaneous cheer 
when Mr. C. sang his “Swiss 
~Moonlight Lullaby”, written be- 
fore most of them were born.
